Anothor;of- 
feet of tho bill would bo to throw Canada 
moro on her own resources and causo hor to 
cultivate n moro extensive shipping .tra'Uo 
with England. ''This viow of tho matter is 
gonarally accepted hero, and tho conclusion 
is that tho United States would have every- 
thing to lose and nothing to gain by such 
legislation. • 


Several cabinet ministers woro noon by a 


correspondent Tuesday regarding tho matter, 
but ill! woro vory roticout in expressing an 
opinion. Tho'mas White, minister of tho in- 
terior, thought tho United States govern- 
ment was assuming this position for tho pur- 
pose of strengthening its negotiations for a 
treaty. Whon the question came .up before 
the Dominion government there could bo no 
doubt that it would bo treated amicably, as 
tho government was anxious to establish f reo 
and uninterrupted trade relations with tho 
United States. Mr. Foster, minister of D3h- 
orics, gave his opinion as follows: "If it ap- 
poars to tho senate boat that such a courso 
should bo adopted in tho interest of tho 
United States, It lias a perfect right to act 
as it has dono. Canada has simply'stood on 
hor rights as defined in the treaty o£ 
1818, olid us secured by imperial and colonial 
legislation founded upon that treaty. She 
has enforced these rights, in accordance with 
tho spirit of tho treaty, without unduo an- 
noyance, and In doing so has protected tho 
important interests of hor people. It ro- 
malnsto bo soon whether such leglslatiou 
will bo put into oitoct by tho United Statos. 
Thomoosuro will cut both ways, and noth- 
ing but actual oxporimont will show ureu 
whom tho greatest measure of burden will 
fall." Tho minister of customs hold that tho 
enforcornont of such a moasuro would prac- 
tically stop transit trade between Canada and 
tho United States. 
Tho injury «° tho 


United Statos, however, would bo tenfold 
that of Canada, and ho did not think it 
likely tho president would put it In force. 
Tho charges tnado against tho Canadian au- 
thorities of obstruction, ationdod by indigni- 
ties, annoyances, etc., woro absolutely falso. 
Ho did not apprehend that tho course pur- 
sued by tho United States senate would re- 
sult in anything moro than tho unpleasant- 
ness which must naturally arise from such
